Mr. Wood, Present 


{ No one regretted being present at 
the U.K.A. service which was held in 
;the Methodist -church last Sunday 
|night. Every farmer in the district 
should have been present, but as it 
was there was a fairly good represen- 
tation of the agriculturalsts. 

Quite unexpectedly, Mr. Wood, pre- 
sident of the U.F.A., was present, 
having come over from Stavely after 
speaking there in the afternoon. 

Without professing to make a 
speech, Mr. Wood put in a few words 
what he considered should be the 
aim of every one, viz., the solving of 
the commercial, social and religious 
problems in order that the Kingdom 
of God might be established upon the 
earth. The inter-retation that existed 
between the problems, made it neces- 
sary that all the problems should be 
solved. The Kingdom of God, he said, 
could not come under our present 
selfish individual system of civiliza- 
tion. A democracy governed by a 
God of love, the system which 
was first given to the Israelites, he 
thought, was the ideal, to which we 
must return if we would realize upon 
earth the golden age of which we 
sometimes dream. 

The address of Rev. Phoenix was 
carefhlly thought out and was given 
with a treedom and force that im- 
pressed it upon his audience. He 
said that the U.F.A. Sunday was an 
evidence that the great organization 
of farmers recognized that the ma- 
terial side of life was not all, that 
man could not live by bread alone. 
Tracing the history of civilization, 
the danger he thought of the present 
day, was that classes would view 
things from their own narrow env-| 
ironment instead of looking upon the| 
interests of the community or nation | 
as a whole.

TO LOAFERS i 


(By Canada Food Board) 

Tramps, loafers, “sports,” and gen- 
tlemen of leisure who hang around 
poolrooms, picture shows, cabarets, 
railway stations, steamboat landings, 
street corners and other places with 
nothing particular to do, and e@ rea- 
sonable amount of health and 
strength to do it with, please take 
notice. Loafing is now illegal. The 
recent order-in-council declares “all 
persons domiciled in Canada shall, in 
absence of reasonable grounds to the 
contrary, engage in useful occupa- 
tions.” 


At this stage in the world’s history, 
when every man available is neces- 
sary to the safety of the count it 
eems a remarkable thing that ttre 
are any of the class above referred 
to left in Canada, but apparently 
there are. Poolrooms, cabarets, pic- 
ture shows report a thriving business. 
The hobo is still a frequent visitor 
on his aimless way back and forth. 
There are still ‘“‘sports” at large with 
nothing to do but smoke cigarettes 
and go to ball games and places of 
light amusement. Quite rightly, the 
Government has made it fllegal for 
j these persons to waste their time and 
their strength on cigarettes and 
gentle amusements, tango teas and 
pinochle in the barn. They are now 
ordered to get to work, and if they 
do not work as free men, they will 
have to work as prisoners, and work 
at “hard labor.” 

In this connection it is interesting 
to compare the useful work penform- 
éd by shoe-shiners, soda-fountain dis- 
pensers, theatre ushers, ribbon sales- 
men and such useful citizens as com- 
pared with the tramps and the “sport” 
who lives on his wits. It is doubtful 
if there is much to reaHy choose be- 
tween these two classes, so far eco- 
nomical results to society are con- 
cerned, The man that cleans your 
boots might very well be employed at 
hoeing potatoes, leaving his customer 


to spare five minutes of his valuable 
time to clean his own boots. The man 
who has so little manhood in him as 
to be content to spend his days selling 
baby ribbon in a departmental! store, 
would achieve an improved manhood 
driving a team on a farm, ff he could 
be trusted to do so, or helping with 
| the chores around a barn. 

The new law, while not goi far 
| as to displace men ‘from non-essential 
or silly employmnets which could bet- 
ter ‘be filled by young girls, still 
makes it difficult for a man to really 
loaf, The age limit is from 16 to 60, 
during which a man is supposed to be 
capable of some kind of useful work, 
and if he is not so engaged he must 
have certain reasonable @xouses. 
First, he must be a bona-fide student 
in training for some useful occupa- 
tion, or attending some recognized 
educational institution. Or he must 
| be some one who is out of a job tem- 

porarily owing to difficulties with his 
employer, common to similar difficul- 
ties with his fellow employees and 
the same employer. Or he must be 
reasonably unable to find a job. Other 
excuses do not go. 

Convictions for an offence under 
this new Anti-Loafing law before a 
magistrate renders the offender liable 
to a penalty not exceeding $100 and 
costs, and in default of the loafer's 
ability to pay, he must go to prison 
for a period of not exceeding six 
months in a common jail or any insti- 
tution or any farm owned by a muni- 
cipality or Province established for 
such a purpose, and put in the time 
at hard labor. Where a conviction 
is obtained by a municipality, the 
municipal treasury will receive the 
fine. Where proceedings are institut- 
ed by a Provincial officer, the Provin- 
cial treasury shall receive the money. 
Where proceeds are instituted within 
a municipality by any other person, 
the fine is divided equally 
the municipality and the Province.

The Foremost 
British Airman 
Bugle Boy Is Now Britain’s Star 
Among Aviators 


_ Every honer for valor that a Brit- 
ish officer can gain has been won by 
Capt. James Byford McCudden, the 
star British airman, who has just 
been awarded the Victoria Cross. His 
other distinctions, in the order of 
their award, include the Distinguish- 
ed Service Order, a bar to the D.S. 
O., the Croix de Guerre, Military 
Cross, bar to the Military Cross, and 
the Military Medal, 


McCudden, who is now twenty- 
three years old, entered the British 
army as a bugler eight years ago. 
He went to France as a private in 
the original-_ expeditionary force. 
Having had some experience in the 
air he was pressed into service as 
an observer at Mons and gave valu- 
able information of enemy  move- 
ments during the retreat. From a 
sergeant he was promoted to a com- 
missioned rank as an observer and 
quickly won fame for his handling 
of a machine gun in aerial fighting. 
Since he has had more than one 
hundred flights without ever having 
Sustained a wound. 


Fifty-four Germans airplanes have 
been accounted for by Capt. McCud- 
den, Of these forty-two have’ been 
destroyed, nineteen of them on the 
British side of the lines. On two 
occasions the British star has totally 
déstroyed four two-seater enemy air- 
planes on the same day, and on the 
last occasion all four machines were 
destroyed in the space of one hour 
and thirty minutes. With his squad- 
ron he has participated in seventy- 
eight offensive patrols, and on at 
least thirty other occasions he has 
crossed the enemy lines alone, either 
in pursuit of or in quest of enemy 
airplanes. 

“This officer js considered,” says 
the official London Gazette, “by the 
record which he has made, by his 
fearlessness and by the great service 
he has rendered to his country, de- 
serving of the very highest honor.”

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Wilful Waste of Food 


Canada Food Board Will Deal Se- 
verely With Offenders 


Wilful waste of any food or food 
Products or waste resulting from 
carelessness or from imperfect stor- 
age facilities, has been made illegal 
and subject to penalties by order ot 
the Canada food board. By _ the 
terms of this order, responsibility is 
laid upon private citizens to cee that 
no food is lost by being kept too 
long or kept in improper conditions. 
If a private citizen has reason to be- 
lieve that a cold storage warchouse, 
store, restaurant or hotel is wasting 
food in any way, he has now the op- 
portunity of making a complaint to 
the municipal authoritics with the 
knowledge that the law is behind 
him, -At a time like this, when food 
is so scarce in the world and so high 
in price even in Canada where com- 
parative abundance still prevails, it 
is the positive duty of the private cit- 
izen to uphold the law against waste 
and to carry out the full spirit of the 
law in his own household and in his 
own daily routine. ae 

In the past it has been the habit of 
many people to complain bitterly 
about lack of regulations in regard 
to wa.te and to lay responsibility 


}upon the Dominion government. Fhe 
;constant remark was “Why does not 


the government do something?” The 
cold storage in some far off city like 


Winnipeg would develop some im- 
perfection and some thousands of 
pounds of food would be _ spoiled 
then immediately would arise the 


question, “Why doesn’t the govern- 
ment do sofmething?” The fact that 
local initiative might “do something 
was slow to occur to many good 
people. The new order _ against 
waste makes it abundantly clear that 
the govermucnt has “done some- 
thing.” It has, in fact, done all it 
could without creating special and 
expensiye machinery to do more, It 
has followed the principle of local 
enturcement and the decentraliza- 
tion of aucnority. lt has provided 
stiE fines ror those who break the 
law against waste of food and it has 
provided that prosecutions be under- 
taken by local officers. Thus, if the 
municipal health inspector or any 
municipal omecer discovers waste in 
a local cold storage warehouse, he 
lays the charge before a police mag- 
istrate or two justices of the peace 
and, securing a conviction, secures 
one-half the fine for his municipal- 
ity. Similarly in the case of a pro- 
vincial officer securing a conviction. 
The penaltics are fairly stiff ones. 
The fines being limited to amounts 
between $109 and $1,000 with the al- 
ternative of i "risonment up to 
three months. If circumstances war- 
rant it, and wastefulness by neglect 
be flagrant, both fine and imprison- 
ment may be imposed. Su 
Further, if local authorities learn 
that food is being held when it 
should be sold for fear of spoiling, 
they have only to notify the Canada 
food voard. The board is in_ its 
turn authorized to notify the offend- 
er that the goods must be immedi- 
ately sold and in default of obedi- 
ence, the board itself may step in and 
seize the goods and sell them, : 
Most people in this country realize 
that there is a great war waging and 
that people on whom the world de- 
pends are in danger of starvation. 
Some few apparently do not. This 
new law will do much to teach them.

British Trawler 
Defeats Submarine 


Skipper Used His Shovel and Smash- 
ed the Periscope 


When one’s vessel is in danger 
from chemy submarines anything 
will do as a weeron of defence, as is 
shown by the stury of a captain of a 
British trawler who used a coal 
Shovel with good effect against a 
German U-boat. The trawler, accord- 
ing to the story told by one of the 
crew, was in the North Sca in a stiff 
breeze, when the skipper saw a per- 
iscope crawl through the breaking 
surface of the sea about a hundred 
yards off. There was no gun aboard 
and the trawler’s best speed was less 
than cight knots. 

“It was a situation to dismay most 
men,” said the sailor. “Our skipper, 
however, has a fighting spirit. A 
touch of the whecl sent the trawler’s 
blunt bows pointing at the subma- 
tine’s whaleback as we  wallowed 
menacingly toward the pirate. 

“The U-boat swung around = to 
avoid the impact and the sides of 
the trawler scraped along the sides 
of the submarine. The periscope 
was still well out of the water, but 
was beginning to slip down as the 
submarine dived. 

“The skipper bawled for a ham- 
mer,:a_ crowbar, anything that would 
hurt. One of the crew thrust a coal 
shovel into his hand and he scram- 
bled on the bulwarks and leaned ov- 
cr, two of the crew hanging on his 
coat so that he would not fall over- 
board. Backward and forward he 
swung the heavy scoop at the fragile 
periscope and the third blow reduéed 
9g it to fragments. 

“The submarine commander, hear- 
ing the noise and wondering what 
new and horrible device the enemy 
had invented crept to his periscope 
to have a look, but all was black. He 
was. blind, and the trawler got away 
in safety.”

Acreage Largest 
Ever Cultivated 


Provinces’ Plans.to Increase 
duction, Dominion Giving 
$280,000 in Aid 


The acreage in Western Canada 
this year will be the largest ever cul- 
tivated, and cvery province in - the 
Dominion is planning to greatly in- 
crease the production of food,  ac- 
cording to official reports to the gov- 
ernment. The prime minister gave 
parliament an idea of what has _ al- 
ready ‘been accomplished with a view 
to providing foodstuffs for the  al- 
lies. He said the services of Dr. J. 
W. Robertson had been secured to 
represent the food board in the five 
eastern provinces. He had been in 
consultation with the provincial de- 
partments of agriculture. Hon. Chas. 
Dunning had personally taken charge 
of the work in the western provinces, 
The work of these gentlemen might 
be summarized as follows: 

Ontario aims to secure organiza- 
tion, down to county and municipal 
committees, particularly to assist in 
labor supplics and distribution, and 
to bring home directly to the indi- 
vidual farmer the need of the great- 
est possible effort. Quebec aims to 
secure similar organization, and pro- 
duce cnough wheat te feed herself, 
and to greatly increase meat ani- 
mals. Nova Scotia and New Bruns- 
wick have the same objective; also, 
in each of these provinces the effort 
will be to produce enough coarse 
grains to meet their own require- 
ments for animal feed. 

Alberta is divided into sixteen dis- 
tricts, and efforts are being made 
to insure supplies of seed, to find 
out what help is necessary, to secure 
tenants for unoccupied land, to ar- 
range definitely with farmers for the 
breaking of new areas of their hold- 
ings for the 1919 crop. A provincial 
labor bureau has been establisned 
and the work is being assisted yen 
erally by public meetings. In 
katchewan more than two hundred 
meetings have been arranged, and 
steps have been taken to secure all 
available labor from towns and citie3 
for the farms. Manitoba’s plans are 
practically the same as those of Sas- 
katchewan, British Columbia sends 
no report yet, except in a general 
way, but everyone is alive to the

The use of milk substitutes for the 
weaned pig has received considerable, 
attention on the Experimental Farm’ 
System. An average of results of | 
three years’ work at Ottawa with

1, That an addition to a ration) 
already containing milk, oil meal is! 
superior to tankage. 

2. That a direct raplacement of | 
milk by tankage, shows the lowest 
gains and the highest cost of produc- 
tion of five rations fed. 

3. That the lots receiving no tank- | 
age usually made highest gains at| 
the lowest cost. | 

4. That tankage, while useful in 
correcting an unbalanced ration, 
showed up poorly when added to. 
rations already showing variety and 
fair balance, particularly illustrating 
the comparative value of skim milk. | 

Grain, oil meal and milk tequired | 
1.39 pounds meal per pound grain; | 
grain, tankage and milk, 1.64 pounds; | 
grain, tankage and water.J2.59 pounds;

A certain fox terrier on the firing- 
line in France has a record of hav- 
ing saved 750 human lives, all fight- 
ing men on the right side of the 
fight.

A reat 
ment could be made up of soldiers 
saved by dogs that have run the 
gauntlet of fire to hunt for wounded 
and bring stretcher bearers to them. 


These dogs of war carry messages 
through zones of fire from trench to 
trench, rushing from cover to cover 
but always going true to comman 
and bringing the message, if not kil- 
led in the attempt. There are in- 
stances where a dog, after receiving 
a mortal wound, has crawled pain- 
fully along for hours to bring in his

Germany and the Baltic 


Germany Would Try to Change In- 
ternational Status of the 
Baltic 


If the German coast line is pushed 
northward to.the Gulf of Riga or be- 
|yond, the international status in the 
Baltic is bound to be greatly affect- 
ed, but whether Germany wou!d 
close “the Northern Dardanelles” is 
doubtful enough. She would have to 
make an agreement for this purpose 
with the three Scandinavian. coun- 
tries or forcibly annex territories at 
the Baltic entrance. Even so, an 
joutlet might still be left by way of 
Archangel and Alexandrovsk. Also, 
a certain amount of traffic in non- 
bulky goods which could afford a 
high freight rate might be continued 
by way of Sweden and Norway by 
rail round the north of the Gulf of 
Bothnia. There is no doubt, how- 
ever, that if German, could succeed 
in making the Baltic a mere clau- 
sum, a wirewd blow might be dealt 
at the most ancient of our English 
trades. The allies, however, have a 
very strong economic position as 
against Germany, and should be able 
effectually to counter check and such 
designs as these. Certainly Swe- 
den may be expected to say a word, 
perhaps a strong word, about this 
conversion of the Baltic into a Ger- 
man lake.—Westminister Gazette,

War and Food 


No. 14— BUTTER 


Canada’s butter exports have been 
on the downward grade for a num- 
ber of years'and while in 1906 her 
net exports amounted to 33,888,074 
pounds in 1916 they had dropped to 
, 6,993,100 pounds, 

On the other hand, Britain’s nor- 
mal imports of butter amount to 
to 452,795,264 pounds and her short- 
age due to the war is 209,148,784 
pounds, 

As much butter as possible should 
be made on the farms of Canada. 
Every pound that the farmer's wife 
can make will find a ready market 
and if the output were increased a 
hundredfold it would still be sold. 

Butter-making now should be one 
of the most profitable sources of in- 
come on the farm and it is one in 
which the farmer’s wife is _particu- 
larly interested. A considerable por- 
tion of the butter made in Canada 
{is churned right on the farms. The 
trouble is that in many cases there 
is a lack of proper equipment with 
the result that the butter does not 
come up to the standard of cream- 
ery butter and therefore does not 

fetch as good a price. The cream- 

ery butter-maker is supplied with a 
full outfit of utensils and apparatus 
which enable him 


to recover the 
maximum quantit 


of butter from 
the cream. On the other hand, the 
farmer’s wife is frequently handi- 
capped for lack of equipment. 

With the great demand for butter 
that now prevails it would be a pro- 
fitable investment on the part of the 
farmer and his wife to get the most 
up-to-date and scientific equipment 
for their butter-making. As time 
goes on the market will widen for 
the milch cows of Europe are be- 
coming scarcer all the time and 
much dependence will be placed on 


the North American continent for a 
supply of butter: In any event, 
whether the butter-making equip- 


ment on the farm is up-to-date or 
old-fashioned, the output should not 
be allowed to flag. The scarcity of 
fats is among the most serious of 
food problems in Europe. 


Look at the Map

say that the walls of the cities are 
placarded with maps showing the ex- 
tent of the territory occupied by the 
central powers since the beginning 
of the war. Great Britain is less 
vain. A war map of that country 
would show that not one foot of 
British territory is eccupled by the

IN NEW BANK HOURS 


tion of Public to Do Banking 


New Arrangement Will Mean Educa- 
Early 


Beginning with the lst of June, the 
public will do ite banking from 9.30 
to 2.30 on all weekdays except Satur-| 
day, and from 9.30 to 12 on Saturday. 
Because of the depletion of all bank 
staffs owing to the war, the Canadian 
Bankers’ Association ‘has decided’ on 
the above arrangement in order to 
expedite the work and allow the over- 
worked bank clerks to complete their, 
day’s duties at a reasonable hour. 

The association points out that by 
this arrangement banking hours are 
not shortened, in fact, the bank is: 
open one half hour longer on Satur- 
days than formerly—it is merely an} 
adjustment. 

Public May Help 

“The one thing necessary to the suc- 
cessful carrying out of this change,” 
said a prominent banker in speaking | 
of this matter yesterday, ‘ia that the 
public shall bank as early in the day | 
as possible, otherwise they will be) 
confronted with congestion in the) 
bank around closing hours. It will, 
simply ‘be a matter of educating the 
public to the new order of things,” 
he said. ‘They have become so ac- 
customed to having the banks open | 
till 3 o’clock that it will no doubt’ 
be difficult for many to remember the 
new regulation at first.” 

Issue ‘Fewer ues 

Another way in which the public 


may assist in lessening materially the! 


work of the depleted bank staffs is 
by reducing the number of cheques 
issued. This they may do by drawing 
cheques for a larger amount and 
paying small ‘bills in cash, instead of 
issuing individual cheques for each 
one, 

The banks realize, however, that 
the paying of bills by cheque has be- 
come a part of the bookkeeping sys- 
tem of most financial houses, and it is 
not thought that it is the intention 
of the association to disturb this sys- 
tem, but only to point out to the 
public that, where it is convenient, 
the method referred to would facili- 
tate the work of the clerks since the 
time and labor involved in handling 
a cheque for one dollar is exactly the 
same as that taken in handling one
